Ecuador, long the principal western hemisphere source of the 
feather-weight balsa wood, now has expanded production to meet 
the war needs of United Nations. Balsa is used in the manufacture 
of war planes and such naval equipment as rafts and life pres erver s . 
Ecuadoran farmers float balsa down the Ouayas River to Ouayaqull 
sawmills. Scores of balsa rafts can be seen up-river each m or ni ng 
from the city docks. The rafts are loaded with fruits, vegetables, 
and other farm products. Farmers unload their products at the 
city market, then the rafts are floated down to the sawmills and sold. 



NORTH AFRICA HELPS FEED TROOPS 

North Africa now Is delivering fruits, vegetables, and meats to 
allied forces, supplying the new French army and feeding essential 
civilian workers. It was revealed recently. Flour, fruits, and vege- 
tables from North Africa are being used in the Italian campaign, 
and French authorities are accumulating food supplies for use dur 
tog and after the liberation of France. Following liberation of 
North Africa, allied authorities supplied carefully budgeted seeds, 
fertnmers, sprays, binder twine, spare parts for farm machinery, and 
tractor fuel— supplies which have saved many times their weight In 
shipping space by enabling North Africans to get quickly back Into 
production.

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GARDENERS TO GET 
BETTER FERTILIZER 



BLACKSBURG— Virginia's Vic- 
tory gardeners will have much 
improved fertilizer to use In 1944, 
according to the War Food Ad- 
ministration. 

A special grade of fertilizer ada- 
pted for Atlantic coast and 
southern states— 5-10-5— will be 
available In the State. Only one 
grade— 8-8-7— was available for 
the entire country last year, and 
lt contained only 18 plant food 
units. The new fertiliser con- 
tains 20 units. 

Victory gardeners also wilt be 
able to purchase small quanti- 
ties of nitrate of soda, ammonium 
nitrate, and superphosphate to 
supplement the mixed fertiliser, 
where they are needed. 

The 1048 Victory garden fer- 
tiliser went a long way toward 
putting nutritious vegetables Into 
the cellar. A total of 111,880 
ons of 8-8-7 was distributed last 
spring. 



INCREASE COAL PRICES 



Anthracite coal Ceiling prices 
have been raised by OPA an aver- 
age of 68 cents a net ton at the' 
mine. Increases range from 38 
to 70 cents a ton, depending on 
the size of the coal. On June 1, 
1944, the new ceilings at the mine 
vill be reduced by an average of 
i cents a ton, leaving net in- 
cases of about 34 cents a ton. 
The exact amount of these in- 
creases can be passed on to the 
consumer. Purpose of the ap- 
proximately six months of higher 
ceilings Is to compensate mine 
owners for the retroactive feature 
of recent wage increases.

■very year the nation observes Fire Pre ve n tio n Week. This year 
the Week, proclaimed early in October by the President, took on 
new significance. Because, while we have taken the offensive 
against the Axis, we are still on the defensive as far as Are is con- 
cerned. 

That fire prevention should be made a 53-week program was 
graphically illustrated by Governor Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
when ha recently said: "It isn't a matter of record that fire loss In 
the United States, during the year 1843, amounted to 1315,000,000. 
according to the figures of the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 
Thus, in our first war year, we lost 915,000,000 more by fire than 
normal. It is a matter of record that in two years the Nazis, with 
all their bombing, inflicted damage on Great Britain amounting to 
9490,000,000, very little more than our loss by fire (in one year). 

"Our nation must make every effort to avoid losses which injure 
our war effort and delay victory. It is the duty of all of us to be 
vigilant against such aid to the enemy." 

When Governor Dewey appealed to "all of us" he put his finger 
on the secret of effective fire prevention. The enemy, fire, cannot 
be routed by an army of planes and tanks. It is not that simple. 
It cannot be seen and smashed once and for an like a Panzer division. 
No squad of parachutists is needed to subdue a pile of oily rags in 
a dark corner; merely the attention of one person, a person alert to 
the deadly menace of combustion. 

"All of us" working in thousands of small, often unobserved ways, 
can prevent most uncontrollable fires before they start. That was 
the lesson that was hammered home during Fire Prevention Week. 
We must not forget it.

LEAVES PROM AN OLD 
WASHINGTON DIARY, 1854- 
1803. By Elizabeth Lindsay Lo- 
max. Edited by Lindsay Lomax 
Wood. 255 pp. New York: E. P. 
Dutton & Company. $350. 

A gentle woman of the mid- 
nineteenth century, Elizabeth 
Lindsay Lomax, had two rare fa- 
culties: highly developed mast- 
ery of the art of living and skill 
to write about the daily ration of 
life with succinctness and charm. 
When these qualities combine in 
one whose drawing roam Is the 
meeting place of prominent and 
interesting people in an exciting 
moment of history, the result is 
a fascinating book. 

Mrs. Lomax was a singularly 
attractive woman of' high cour- 
age, intelligence, and sensibility. 
She lived a life which demanded 
heavily of these qualities, and was 
withal a keen observer of life and 
of character. Her mind, provides 
an excellent lens through which 
to observe, not only Washington 
society and a lively family scene, 
but America moving fatalistically 
toward the brink over which it 
was hurled in 1961. A gifted mu- 
sician, as was her favorite daugh- 
ter Vic, she maintained an en- 
viable social position In official 
Washington while supplementing 
her small pension by giving music 
lessons and by writing far the 
Government. The Important 
figures of the day, and those 
young blades who were to rise to 
great heights during the war, 
came and went in Lady Eliza- 
beth's drawing room, calling on 
her and paying court to her 
daughters. There were such. men 
as George B. McClellan, Custis 
Lee, Lindsay Walker, Benjamin 
Huger, Henry A. Wise, Rnfus 
King, Phil Kearney, John B. Ma- 
grpder; and many of her son's 
cronies of West Point days, among 
whom were Fltz Lee, George Bay- 
ard and Jeb Stuart Her ac- 
quaintances and friends are a ver- 
itable directory of first families. 

It Is interesting that this 
diary, written with no Intent to 
publish, is a delightful romance. 
The love story of Vic and Chand- 
ler is meagerly sketched for us by 
brief and tantalizingly incomplete 
entries, but the story is all there 
— heartbreakingly tragic in its 
conclusion. Long devoted to the 
beautiful Vic, but unable to win 
her consent to marriage. Chand- 
ler joined the Northern Army 
when the war broke out; and

UP OR OCT! 

Months before Pearl Harbor the oil industry realized that war was 
inevitable. It set about mobilizing its resources against the nation's 
can to arms. When war came, the industry — almost overnight- 
accelerated the production of military gasolines, including 100 octane 
aviation gasoline, super lubricants and hundreds of other petroleum 
products critically essential to the conduct of modem mechanized 
war. Thanks to the foresight of oil men, every military demand 
has been met, as well as essential civilian needs — to date. 

Bat these same men now sternly wam that oil production will not 
meet future essential needs unless prompt steps are taken to adjust 
the price of oil to meet rising production costs. Price is no longer 
a question of academic discussion. This country is running short 
of oil. Wildcatters are not drilling, because the possibility of profit, 
or of even recovering cost, is too scant to cover the risk. 

Warnings of impending oil shortage and what to do about it have 
been sounded by many others besides representatives of the oil In- 
dustry. Typical is the comment of Col. Ernest O. Thompson, mem- 
ber of the Texas Railroad Commission, who says: "If the price of 
ofl had been permitted to advance on a parity with other basic com- 
modities, 'wildcatters' would have found oil and the anticipated 
500,000 barrels a day shortage would have been supplied. As it is," 
he concluded, "crude oil is on a day to day basis— well to refinery to 
user. There is no longer a surplus of stock in storage to draw from." 

Is. it reasonable to expect the price of crude oil to remain station- 
ary? It will go up to meet cost of production or the country will go 
without oil. It will be either up or out! 



IS DEBT HARMLESS? 

A leading exponent of the public-debt-without-limit philosophy 
reiterates that, "If the national debt is all internal, as ours is, the 
nation can hardly go bankrupt." 

This philosophy will require more and more explaining as time 
goes on. People whose earnings and savings are reeling under the 
double impact Of taxes and inflation, are going to ask some questions 
that will be hard to answer. Not being accomplished economists, 
they will inquire why, if the size of the debt is unimportant, should 
they be asked to pay heavier taxes as the debt increases? And why, 
if it is merely a matter of owing the debt to ourselves, should the 
tax collector be so merciless in collecting to the last penny? 

The "owe ourselves" theorists have always claimed that as the 
debt grew, the affairs of the country could be so arranged that the 
debt would actually be beneficial. They call it a managed economy. 
Today we have a huge and growing debt plus a. managed economy 
more complete than the believers in harmless debt ever dared hope 
for. We also have confiscatory taxation, uncontrolled strikes, rising 
prices, and shortages of everything from shoe laces to locomotives. 
The people are nearly convinced that the managed economy fs a 
flop, and, they are beginning to wonder just how harmless is debt. 
At any rate, they are demanding that government economize where- 
gver possible; that is something tangible which they can under- 
stand. 

The people in' their collective wisdom may save tiie nation.

Whatever the source and Irrespec- 
tive of the quality of the content, 
however, there Is a certain type 
of person who easily is overim- 
pressed by subject matter of this 
kind. Consequently, these people 
develop a fear complex over ac- 
tual 'or imagined trivial symp- 
toms. Such an Introspective at- 
titude is neither conducive to 
happiness nor to health," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggtn, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"Of course, it always is wise to 
take prompt note of any definite 
illness symptom by consulting the 
family doctor. But it is quite an- 
other matter to be forever self- 
interpreting every Utile ache or 
pain as a dire disease manifesta- 
tion. As one writer, recently dis- 
cussing this kind of egotist, sta- 
ted: 'For this type of person a 
slight muscle pain on the left 
side of the chest suggests a ser- 
ious heart ailment, a sore on any 
portion of the body becomes pos- 
sible cancer, a pain in the shoul- 
der is elevated to arthritis, a few 
stitches in the lower right side of 
the abdomen mean appendicitis, 
a backache is proof of kidney 
trouble, and a cough of a few 
days' standing indicates the pos- 
sible presence of tuberculosis!' 
Self-meditation, undue worry, 
and often unnecessary trips to 
the physician's office often are 
the usual results of such super- 
sentiveness.

A l though it has been more than 
eight years since the first social 
security cards were issued, and 
although nearly 67,000,000 per- 
sons in the United States have 
obtained these account number 
cards, many people do not under- 
stand why this social security ac- 
count number Is so important. 
This statement was made today 
by T. Bosworth Hnlcher, manager 
of the Norfolk office of the Social 
Security Board, who explained 
that the number which appears 
on the worker's social security 
card also appears on the indi- 
vidual account that is kept for him 
by the Sacial Security Board. 
This card with the holder's name 
and number will Identify his ac- 
count when he or his survivors 
get ready to claim benefits. 

The amount of benefit pay- 
ments depends upon the wages 
credited to the Social security ac 
count of the wage earner con- 
cerned. That is why each ac- 
count must show all of the cred- 
its to, which the wage earner Is 
entitled. The matter of keeping 
a worker's social security account 
straight, depends not only upon 
the bookkeeping that is done by 
the employer and by. the Gov- 
ernment, but it also depends upon 
the use that the worker himself 
makes of his social security ac- 
count number. If he fails to 
show this number to each employ- 
er for whom he works, he might 
eventually, lose some of the ben- 
efits to which he Is entitled*. For 
unless the employer knows the 
number, he can not include it In 
his wage report to the Govern- 
ment. 

Bach wage earner's account is 
set up and kept for him by the 
Social Security Board which also 
will handle his claim for bene 
fits when the time comes. The 
Social Security Board receives 
the wage records from the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue which in 
turn receives them from the em 
ployer. Every quarter—4hat is, 
four times a year— the employer 
furnishes a complete record show- 
the name, social security number, 
and amount of wages paid, to each 
person on the payroll at any time 
during the three months for 
which he is reporting (no matter 
how short a time the man worked 
or how little pay he received. 
The employer's report shows also 
how much he deducted from each 
man's pay, for social security 
taxes, and how much payroll tax 
the employer himself pays. 

These wage and tax reports are 
collected and audited by the Bur- 
eau of Internal Revenue. The 
audit shows whether or not the 
wages the employer reports and 
the tax money, he turns in, agree. 
Then the wage reports go to the 
Social Security Board, where the 
Bureau of Old-Age and Survivors 
Insurance credits each item of 
wages to the social security ao 
count of the worker who received 
that pay. 

When a person applies for a 
social security account card, he 
should give all the Information 
about himself called for on the 
application blank. This will 
make it possible for the Social 
Security Board to identify the 
wage earner and his account af- 
ter years have passed. Then the 
worker should make sure that his 
employer— every employer for 
whom he works— gets his full 
name and his social security ac- 
count number and gem it rfcht.

"PEACl o» OUR 

When the tote prune minister of England, Neville Chamberlain, re- 
turned home from a conference with Hitler which sanctioned the 
dismemberment of Cseehoslovakta. and brought with him the famous 
"peace In our tune" message, a few people were not fooled. It was 
the prelude to war. Justice and the government of a great nation 
bad bowed under the threat of brute force. A day of reckoning was 
inevitable. 

Those who criticised the course of Britain in those dark days can 
now observe a parallel right here in our own country, relative to our 
domestic affairs. For years out government has failed to squarely 
face inflation and labor problems. Just as Britain failed to face the 
growing might of Hitler. Our government, after a long record of 
silent encouragement of labor lawlessness, delegated to a single 
agency, the War Labor Board, the responsibility of restraining labor 
organisations that had learned the effectiveness of brute, force- 
strikes. How closely this parallels the action of the British govern- 
ment, when after years of bungling it expected one man to stop a 
roaring tiger, with an umbrella. . 

The War Labor Board could not stem the tide. The coal miners 
struck and compelled the government to seise the coal mines and 
give in to their wage demands, in the expediency of the moment, 
the rights of the coal mine owners were sacrificed, even as the rights 
of small nations were sacrificed at the whim of Hitler. The War 
Labor Board confirmed a "peace in our tune" wage contract msde 
under a threat of force with which the government was unprepared 
to cope. In approving the contract, the industry' members of the 
WLB warned: "We know that the circumstances of the last several 
months have raised around this contract many far-reaching questions 
of government policy. These larger questions of government policy, 
the solution of which unhappily has been too long deferred, will now, 
we hope, be faced and solved." a 

One public member of the War Labor Board, Wayne L, Mbrse, dis- 
sented from the position the Board took with the comment that: "It 
Is contrary o sound public policy for the War Labor Board to ap- 
prove this agreement, which was negotiated under the duress of a 
strike." Here again our temporizing with tyranny ominously parallels 
that of England in her dark days when a few courageous souls bucked 
the tide of popular sentiment— when peace at any price "in our time" 
was more valued than the maintenance of justice and national in- 
tegrity.

POWER FACTS 

Many industries in the course of this war have overcome operating 
md production handicaps that would normally have been called 
insurmountable. Electric power is one of those industries. Not long 
go the government gave an eastern utility three months to construct 
5 miles of 132,000-voIt power line to a new explosive plant. In ad- 
lition, 30 miles of existing 66,000-volt power line had to be converted 
v .o double capacity. The job would normally have taken a year. And 
7et in the face of critical manpower and material shortages, the 
lower was available when the explosive plant was ready for it. "The 
ame company has handled similar projects for other war plants- 
including a steel mill which, after one supply line had been established 
for its benefits, suddenly demanded that power be tripled. 

The war achievements of the private electric industry hsVe not been 
generally recognized because, to use the words of a staff writer of 
the New York World Telegram: "Whenever the subject of power for 
war comes up, hydro plants, including those at . ... Boulder and 
Bonneville dams, and TVA, have a way of capturing the imagination. 
It is popularly supposed that the bulk of America's electrical energy 
derives from these sources. 

"Actually, the greater part of the production of electricity in this 
country is steam-generated 

"Moreover, to private business, not the government, goes credit for 
effecting the greatest increase in generating capacity for the war. 
At present, privately owned companies are producing about seven 
tunes as much power as Federal and municipal generating plants 
combined." 

This should be an eye opener to those who have been led to believe 
„that the war effort would be on the rocks if the government had not 
had the "foresight" to go into the power business in competition 
with private citizens.

Dr. Osigian has satisfied mem- 
bers of the Venezuelan ministry 
af agriculture that his worms are 
three times as large as their Jap- 
relatives, that they make 
six times as heavy and of 
silk. In addition, they 
grow so fast that Dr. Osigian gets 
IS crops of cocoons a year. The 
Mps get three. 

Haw Spin Eight Cetera 
For thousands of years silk- 
worms have chewed mulberry 
leaves, spinning yellow, white and 
cream-colored cocoons, with nev- 
er a thought for improvement of 
the race. Dr. Osigian has cre- 
ated worms which spin eight 
colors and 18 different 
A U. S. department of 
agriculture memorandum says 
this is one of the meet important 
developments hi the history of 
sJk culture. 

Dr. Osigian has done Franken- 
stein-like things to his worms, 
aombthing in them the best 
fualities of the Japanese, Chinese, 
French, Italian, Brazilian, Ar- 
menian and Spanish insects. 



GAME HUNTERS ASKED 
TO PRESERVE DEER 




RICHMOND, Va. 
who have deer hides 
tact their local 
and find out where to send 
T. B. Clarke, executive 
of the Commission of 
inland Fisheries, said this 
Efforts are being made this 
to bring concentration centers for 
hides closer to the hunters. 

The War Production is sending 
out special appeals this season for 
deer skins and hunters should 
save them carefully. Deer leath- 
er has been found far superior to 
other leathers for army use as 
protection against cold and is es- 
pecially useful for manufacturing 
snow boots and trigger-finger 
mittens. Hides should be proper- 
ly prepared and turned over to 
the dealers whom the game war- 
dens will designate. 

When skinning, no adhering 
flesh should be left and the hides 
should not be cut. They should 
be rolled, hair side out, kept cool 
and delivered immediately to the 
dealer. If delivery is delayed 
several days, cover the flesh side 
thoroughly with salt, making sure 
all meat is removed and all 
creases reached. After .eight or 
ten days you can shake off the 
salt, wrap it in a small bundle 
(hair side out) and send it to the 
dealer. 

In past years hundreds of deer 
skins haae been thrown away. 
But this a wartime, and the gov- 
ernment has an urgent need for 
all deer skins that can be purch- 
ased.

Dr. Osigian experimented until 
he created a tree with bigger, 
tenderer leaves, and just enough 
sap. Between the start of his ex- 
periments in Augusta. Ga., 20 
years ago, and the creation of 
seven plantations with 2,500,000 
trees In Venezuela, was a series of 
heartbreaking failures. The final 
product & the "Morera Osigian," 
with leaves 19 to 21 inches long, 
six times that of its nearest com- 
petitor. It will feed worms six 
months after it has been planted, 
instead of having to wait for 
fears. 

Has Unravelling Machine 

Seeking cheap labor and finan- 
cial aid when his experiments 
were going poorly. Dr. Osigian ac- 
cepted an invitation of the Pana- 
manian government to carry on 
there some 16 years ago. The 
plantations were about to go in- 
to large scale production when a 
new government began to make 
a political football of the In-, 
iustry. So Dr. Osigian accepted 
the invitation of Dictator Juan 
Vincente Gomez to continue his 
work in this country. Now Dr. 
Osigian has not only straightened 
out the kinks In his worm-culture 
plan, but invented a cocoon-un- 
raveling machine which he hopes 
will knock the Japanese natural 
silk Industry into a cocked cocoon. 

Although the Venezuelan presi- 
dent, the minister of agriculture 
and many other public figures 
have helped Dr. Osigian's project 
here, he Intends to concentrate his 
efforts to the United States. 

At present he can produce 1,700

These are some of the destruc- 
tive uses to which chemicals have 
been put. Equally Important and 
spectacular are the tremendous 
achievements made in saving the 
lives of our fighting men. Most 
people know that our service men 
are equipped with sulfanilamide 
powder and sulfadiazine tablets, 



RICHMOND; Va.. — A gratify- 
ing increase in the collection of 
waste fats in Virginia is indicated 
by preliminary reports at hand, 
it was said this week at the State 
Office of Civilian Defense. 

The reports, still incomplete for 
the whole State, indicate an in- 
crease by 20 per cent over the 
collections iri October and an in- 
crease by 10 or 15 per cent over 
the largest previous month's col- 
lection since waste fats salvag- 
ing began. It is possible that 
complete report will show even 
larger gains than indicated by 
these estimates. 

Virginias quota is 181,500 
pounds of used fats a month, the 
largest monthly collection to date 
has been about 77,000 pounds. It 
is believed that this collection 
can be greatly increased if house- 
wives are fully informed of the 
importance of used fats in the 
war effort. 

Saving waste fats is a patriotic 
war service in which every house- 
wife can have a part. Olyserine, 
a vital factor hi the production 
of ammunition, Is made of fats. 
Our stock of glycerine is running 
low Just when the war is reaching 
Its tensest stage. It would be a 
terrible thing if our men on the 
battle fronts should run out of 
ammunition at a critical moment 
Just because we at home were 
negligent In furnishing materials 
from which that ammunition is 
made. 

Fat salvage must be a contin- 
uous campaign as long as the war 
lasts. Ammunition cannot be 
manufactured without glycerine 
obtained from waste fats, nor 
can guns to fire it from be pro- 
duced without scrap iron and 
steel. •

RICHMOND; Va. — A definite 
instance in which crows destroy 
every egg in a wild turkey nest 
was witnessed this season by W. 
C. N e wman , game warden of the 
State Forest, which reminds that 
crows are likely to be a severe 
pest In the coming planting sea- 
son. With the shortage of shot- 
gun shells, it is increasingly dif- 
ficult to control these pests. 

Ducks Unlimited, which looks 
after the nesting places for the 
wild ducks in Canada, reported wn iie thousands of gallons are al- 
an unprecedented number of so consumed by trucks, self-pro- 
crows and magpies in that area peUed guns, armored can, and 
this year. More than a quarter other wheeled units. A single de- 
million of these birds and their j stroyer on convoy doty burns 
nests were destroyed In the duck- 
breeding districts in 1943, a large 
Increase over the number de- 
stroyed last year. And yet it is 
hard to keep these predators in 
check. 

There is no way to estimate 
the number of crows in Virginia, 
but casual observations while 
driving along the roads indicate 
that they are constantly on the 
Increase. Unfortunately, the 
crow has few enemies, and if men 
do not control them they repro- 
duce at will. 

Game officials believe the prob- 
lem will be largely solved when 
the war is over and the men come 
back and shell* are plentiful once 
more, for there has bean a grow- 
ing disposition on the part of 
hunters to include crow-shooting 
among their outdoor snorts. It 
is a fine pastime for men who 
love to shoot, and the crow is not 
a mean adversary when man

A good Christmas cookie is one 
that can be prepared a week or 
two in advance of the holiday, 
and tastes even better on stand- 
ing. Jessie AMce Cline, home 
economist, says that chewy oat- 
meal drops make a delicious 
Christmas cookie. 

Chewy Oatmeal Drops 
VM eup flour 
Mz teaspoon soda 
>/ 4 teaspoon baking powder 
»/4 teaspoon salt 

1 cup lard 

2 cups brown sugar 

2 eggs 

3 cups oatmeal 

'/ 2 cup chopped nuts 
Sift flour, measure and sift 
again with soda, baking powder 
and salt. Cream lard and sugar 
thoroughly. Add eggs and beat 
vigorously. Add oatmeal, nuts 
and sifted dry ingredients. Com- 
bine. Drop by spoonfuls on a 
cookie sheet. Bake in a hot 
oven (400° F.) for 10 to 12 min- 
utes. Yield: 4 dozen. 



Ration Recommendation 

Don't overheat fats! They be- 
come rancid more quickly and de- 
velop undesirable flavors. Lard 
can stand higher temperatures 
than some fats. This advantage 
saves points for homemakers if 
they never heat lard to the smok- 
ing point. It can be used repeat- 
edly for frying.

CELERY ON YOUR 
WARTIME MENU 

Of that useful animal, the pig. 
it is said that after the butcher 
has caught up^with him rib part 
goes to waste except the squeal. 

As celery has no squeal, its 
wartime utility rating is a clear 
100 per cent, for every part Of 
this all-year vegetable can be 
eaten, a fact of much importance 
in these days when not even the 
smallest bit of food should need- 
lessly find its way to the gar- 
bage can. 

One large bunch of celery, ac- 
cording to* the culinary experts 
of A & P's Food Kitchen, can be 
used in four different meals so 
that not a leaf is wasted. And 
here's how: 

1. Use the young, crisp leaves 
in the salad bowl. 

2. Remaining leaves may be 
used in a soup or stew, or dried 
for later use in a bread stuffing. 

3. Stuff tender center stalks 
with cottage or cream cheese 
mixed with shredded raw carrot 
and grated cabbage: or cream 
cheese with a little Worcestershire 
sauce and tomato catsup added. 

4. Cook outside stalks to serve 
as a hot vegetable. Cooked celery 
may be served buttered, creamed. 



braised or mixed with other vege- 
tables, such as carrots, string 
beans, peas or turnips. The fol- 
lowing recipe provides a dish that 
will be a welcome change from 
the vegetables usually served and 
which, with the suggested "varia- 
tion," may stand up well as a 
main course: 

Panned Creamed Celery 

3 cups diced celery 

2 tablespoons fat 

2 tablespoons flour 

% cup vegetable cooking water 
1 bouillon cube 

3 tablespoons chopped parsley 
% cup milk 

Scrape outer stalks of celery to 
remove course fibers; cut in y a - 
inch lengths. Cook, covered, in 
small amount of boiling, salted 
water. Celery will never become 
really tender but should be cook- 
ed until it loses its crispness, about 
20 to 30 minutes. Melt fat in 
heavy pan, blend in flour. Add 
milk and celery cooking water in 
which bouillon cub has been dis- 
solved. Cook, stirring constantly 
until thickened. Add parsley and 
cooked celery. 5 or 6 servings. 

Variation: Pour mixture into 
greased casserole, top with but- 
tered crumbs and bake for 15 
minutes in moderate oven, 350 
degrees P. Leftover meat may 
be chopped and added to make 
this a main-course dish, if de- 
sired.

( Waste fat collections in Vir- 
ginia took a marked upward turn 
to November, according to incom- 
plete reports available the latter 
part of the month. 

An increase of 20 per cent over 
October collections and an In- 
crease of 10 or 15 per cent over 
the largest previous month's col- 
lection was indicated, with the 
possibility that final reports 
would show even larger gains. 

November collections of waste 
fats were estimated to total from 
86.000 to 90,000 pounds. The 
largest previous collection in any 
one month was approximately 

Thi 16* local Defense Councils 
were J ts jUioti d early last month 
by the State Office to lend their 
fullest and most active support to 
the waste fats sabwge campaign. 
Response to this urgent recom- 
mendation was general, and the 
increased collections of this vital 
war material indicate that effect- 
ive assistance has been given lo- 
cal salvage committees. 

It was suggested that Speakers 
Bureaus In rural areas emphasize 
that home soap-making is an un- 
desirable practice during the war. 
Watte fats used for this purpose 
might better be utilized to make 
explosives and medicines for our 
fighting men. Homemade soap is 
false economy, as it is likely to 
contain free lyes, injurious to 
skin and fabrics. And, no less 
important, it deprives our war ef- 
fort of waste fats greatly needed 
for ammunition to win the war. 
Negroes Erect Building 

Negro workers in the Princess 
Anne County defense organiza- 
tion have recently completed a 
building located at Seatack. near 
Virginia Beach, for use in their 
Civilian Defense activities. 

The house is of gray cinder 
Mock construction, 26 feet wide 
and 30 feet in length. It con- 
tains a doctor's office, nurses' of- 
fice, and a garage for a fire en- 
gine which is already in the build- 
ing. 

Negro Civilian Defense workers 
contributed money, materials and 
labor for the building's construc- 
tion. 

In Princess Anne, as in many 
other Virginia counties, towns 
and cities, Negroes are giving ef- 
ficient and faithful service to Ci- 
vilian Defense. 



COUNTRY NEWSPAPERS 

(Mecklenburg Times) 
Speaking of newspapers, we 
wish to mention a very gracious 
and appropriate editorial which 
appeared in the New York Times 
one day recently. It paid a tri- 
bute to the fine work that the 
country newspapers are doing, in 
relation to the war. 

It Is the personal and intimate 
touch, the small papers are keep- 
ing in touch with the soldiers 
from their localities and their 
families. The city papers, said 
the Times, cannot do this because 
their populations are so large 
there is no longer the personal 
and friendly touch. 

What a boy from a small com- 
munity does is told by the home 
paper In pride and encourage- 
ment. And when bad news comes 
for any family in the community 
it is almost a family matter and 
sympathy and appreciation are 
matters of community expression 
through the paper. And so many 
of the fighting men come from 
small communities this means a 
great deal to the fighting forces 
as a whole. The boys at the 
front gej. the home papers, telling 
them Jme home news which is 
personal and intimate to them. 
It shows, too, that each one of 
them as a man, a soldier of his 
country, and as a citizen of his 
community' that the neighbors are 
counting on, and is not forgotten, 
is not lost in the mass, and has 
the backing, the pride and the 
confidence of the home folks. 

The city papers cannot do this. 
The tens of thousands of young 
men In the service from New 
York City, and other large cities, 
have no service of this kind. All 
this the Times editorial pointed 
out and laid emphasis upon its 
meaning to the armed forces. Of I 
course this war time service of 
the small papers is in the line with 
their character and service In 
peace times. The small news- 
papers have a function that no 
other publication can fill. And 
upon the whole, it is worth re- 
cording that the home people 
fully understand and appreciate 
the fact. 

NoW and then a person will say 
he doesn't take the home paper 
because he takes a daily and gets 
all the news from that and the 
radio. Yet he sees no contradic- 
tion in the fact that he has come 
in to beg or borrow a copjr/of the 
home paper in order to see what 
it says about something he is in- 
terested in or something that 
concerns him vitally. 



THE ROBIN AS STATE BIRD 

(The Tidewater News) 
We don't know why or how it 
happened, but it seems that Col- 
onel E. Griffith Dodson, Clerk of 
the Virginia House of Delegates, 
discovered this week that the ro- 
bin was not the official bird of 
the Old Dominion. It appears 
further that in many quarters tt 
had been assumed that robin red- 
breast was our State bird, but Col. 
Dodson's revelation that the robin 
has no formal or legal standing 
as such has punctured this be- 
lief. For ourselves, we never im- 
agined that Virginia had a State 
bird, and had not connected the 
cheerful robin especially with this 
Commonwealth, since he is a ml 
gratory bird, ranging through the 
Southern States in the winter and 
is found as far north as Alaska 
in the summer. 

Our research fails to disclose 
that, any other State has adopted 
an official bird, with the possible 
exception of Alabama, which is' 
nicknamed "The Yellowhammer 
State," although all States do 
have an official flower, Virginia's 
being the American Dogwood. 
Considering the fact that the ro- 
bin covers an enormous amount 
of territory in his migrations in 
quest of food and warmer weath- 
er and is no stranger to the ma- 
jority of States of the Union, we 
suggest that the 1944 General As- 
sembly sprinkle legislative salt on 
his tail by way of an enactment 
creating him the official bird of 
the Old Dominion, if his follow- 
ing justifies such an act. With 
so tenuous a claim on spring's 
harbinger and the earthworm's 
deadliest foe, our solons had bet- 
ter work fast before some other 
State gets wind of our fondness 
and puts in a counter-claim. 



PLEASE STAT HOME,

NURSES 

Every graduate nurse through- 
out the nation Is asked by the 
War ^Manpower Commission to 
register at a local hospital or 
lealth center during National 
Curses Mobilization Week, begin- 
ning February 7. The appeal is 
jeing made to graduate nurses 
>f all ages, no matter where they 
live or how long they have been 
away from active practice. As 
war fronts expand, more and 
more nurses will be demanded by 
the armed forces, and they must 
be replaced by nurses now inac- 
tive. 



Lumber was a California indus- 
try two years before th|t State's 
famous "gold-rush." Today 
most of the gold has been mined- 
out, but new timber is growing 
there faster than ever. 



"Of course, when today's tu- 
berculosis mortality is compared 
with that of 25 or 50 years ago, 
the reduction is amazing. How- 
ever, the present seriousness of 
its prevalence and killing power 
can better be appreciated in a 
comparison with that of other 
communicable diseases. For ex- 
ample, the 1592 deaths from tu- 
berculosis in Virginia last year re- 
presented almost three times the 
combined total of eight of the 
most important communicable di- 
seases: namely, typhoid fever, 
epidemic of meningitis, scarlet 
fever, whooping cough, diphther- 
ia, influenza, measles and infan- 
tile paralysis. In other words, 57 
persons In every 100,000 f the 
population died from tuberculosis 
in comparison with 21 from the 
above mentioned diseases com- 
bined. Definitely, there is no 
room for complacency In such a 
record. 

"Moreover, tuberculosis is an 
especial enemy of youth. It 
takes its highest toll of persons 
in the age-bracket 15 to 35. 
Young women succumb more 
readily to this disease than men. 
The death rate last year in Vir- 
ginia from this cause for females 
in the 15 to 35 age group was 
73.6 per 100,000 population against 
52.5 for males In the same age 
period. 

"It is gratifying to know that 
tuberculosis, formerly the rank- 
ing disease killer, has been push- 
ed down to seventh place. Nev- 
ertheless, the point seems now to 
have been reached where more 
intelligent cooperation on the 
public's part will be required if 
further decided progress is to be 
made. 

"Early discovery and early 
treatment are the real weapons 
against tuberculosis. As the 
matter now stands with patients, 
despite the effective scientific 
measures to combat this disease, 
it is a question of 'too many too 
late'. The symptoms of tubercu- 
losis appear to the majority of 
victims to be insignificant and 
inconsequential. Their very in- 
sidlousness is the secret of their 
strength. 

"However, if every person suf- 
fering with a continuous tired 
feeling, loss of weight, a persis- 
tent cough, indigestion, pains in 
the chest, and spitting of blood, 
singly or in combination, would 
promptly visit the family doctor 
or a clinic, if unable to pay for 
medical services, tuberculosis 
could be further and noticeably 
reduced.

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There is a romantic story be- 
hind the introduction of the im- 
ported plant lespedexa into Vir- 
ginia, and, unlike most imported 
things, it has proved to be a God- 
send. ■ The Commission of Game 
and Inland Fisheries brought the j spite 
first seeds of this plant into the 
state about 14 years ago, with C. 
O. Handley as the father of the 
idea. It is the grandest food for 
birds yet discovered, and also is 
a crop of great value to the far- 
mers. 

Over a period of years the 
game department purchased seeds 
and sent- them direct to the in- 
dividual farmers. Since 1941 the 
distribution has been in conjunc- 
tion with the State Soil Conser- 
vation District Program, and last 
year 10,000 pounds were thus dis- 
tributed. 

The first lespedeza seed 
brought hi were of the annual 
type, or Korean lespedeza. Far- 
mers found it to be the finest kind 
of crop for their poorer lands, and 
begun planting it in large quanti- 
ties on their own initiative. It 
has developed that the perennial 
Cericea lespedeza is still better 
and 10.200 pounds of seed will be 
sent out next year. This is 200 
pounds for each of the 51 coun- 
ties using It. This variety grows 
high and affords food for the 
birds In heavy snows. Smaller 
quantities of shrub lespedeza are 
also being planted. 

There are few bird hunters who 
do not recall that until a very 
few years ago there was no such 
thing as lespedeza in Virginia. 
They now recognize it as one of 
the finest of all foods for quail. 
Over a period of years the game 
commission has been working, es- 
pecially with the aid of this val- 
uable plant, to improve the en- 
vironment for quail throughout 
the State, and a reat deal has 
been accomplished. From this 
start, the use of lespedeza has 
spread throughout the South.

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TIGHTENING UP ON 
NON-FATHERS 

Local Slective Service boards 
are tightening up on non-fathers, 
lessening the number of agricul- 
tural and occupational deferments 
for them and at the same time 
increasing the number of these 
deferments for pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers, it was revealed by a com- 
parison of local board reports Am 
October 1 and December 1 by Se- 
lective Service National Head- 
quarters. Total deferments In 
agriculture, December 1, were 1,- 
606,661, of which 692,252 were 
fathers. This was an increase ofj Commonwealth's 
33,674 agriculturally deferred fa- 
thers between October 1 and De- 
cember 1. Selective Service fig- 
ures it will be required to fur- 
nish between 1,900,000 and 2,100,- 
000 men to the armed forces be- 
tween December 1 and July 1— 
thus providing 700,000 to 900,- 
000 replacements and bringing 
total strength of all forces, In- 
cluding WAVES and WACS, to 
11,300,000. During October and 
November, an estimated 150,000 
men were reclassified out of 1V-P 
for re-examination by the armed 
forces.

Princess Anne County's quota 
for the Fourth War Loan Cam- 
paign, which opens January 18, 
is $425,000. Dr. Francis Pendle- 
ton Gaines, state chairman of 
the Virginia War Finance Com- 
mittee, has announced. Virginia's 
part of the 14 billion dollar nat- 
ional goal is $143 millions. 

The quota for Princess Anne 
county is divided into three parts, 
as follows: E bond sales to indi- 
viduals, $300,000; sales of all 
other securities to individuals, 
$100,000; sates to corporations, 
$25,000. 

"The treasury department is 
placing more emphasis than ever 
on sates to Mr. and Mrs. Average 
Citizen," Dr. Gaines said. "If we 
hope to maintain Virginia's re- 
putation for exceeding War Bond 
quotas it will be necessary for 
every person in the state to be 
approached by our volunteer 
salesmen and asked to invest in 
America. This is a tremendous 
challenge. We cannot, we must 
not, fail to back our fighting 
forces to the limit of our ability." 

The state chairman has also 
announced the appointment of 
James S. Easley of Halifax as 
executive manager of the Vir- 
ginia War Finance Committee. 
Mr. Easley, with Dr. Gaines and 
C. Francis ^Cooke, of Roanoke, 
vice chairman, will plan and di- 
reot the Old Dominion's bond 
selling activities for both the con- 
tinuing program and the special 
War Loan campaigns. 

Dr. Gaines said the WFC felt 
"particularly fortunate" to obtain 
the services of Mr. Easley to head 
the staff which has its head- 
quarters in Richmond. The new 
executive manager is an attorney 
and a former member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Virginia. He is 
a graduate of the Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute and received his 
law degree from the University 
of Virginia. At one time, he was 
attorney for 
Halifax. 

The Fourth War Loan Cam- 
paign will run until February 15, 
and Is to be supported by the 
greatest national promotion and 
publicity campaign In history. 
It has been emphasised by the 
War Finance Committee, however, 
that the success of the drive de- 
pends upon local committees and 
their publicity media, whose hard 
work and wholehearted coopera- 
tion have put Virginia "over the 
top" in all previous war cam- 
paigns.

MARCH IS NIGHTMARE NOW DRAWING NEAR 

Even B. S. Treasury Men Don't Know How to Use the Rhmfcs 

In a few weeks, long, heavy envelopes containing March 1944 
income tax blanks will be mailed to 50,000.000 of us. including 
10,000.000 who never saw a tax blank before, and tax officials Jn 
Washington have their fingers crossed. For, according to an article 
by Sylvia Porter, well-known financial authority, in the January 
Reader's Digest, the new tax blanks are "the most brutally compli- 
cated and unintelligible forms ever issued by any government to 
its citiaens." 

The 24,000,000 Americans who earned under $3,000 in 1943 will 
file on a "short" form — two pages for computation and two of in- 
struction. The 26,000.000 who earned more than $3,000 will toil over 
five pages of calculation, four pages of instruction, and directions 
for adding a few more sheets to cover special items. In addition, t 
least 12.000,000 will have to fill out an additional return estimating 
their 1944 income. On a third blank they will calculate their 1944 
tax. 

The article comments: "These blanks witNc^ll for column after 
column of computation, estimate. guessworit antK statistical absurdity. 
We will be asked to made calculations max are stumping the tax 
experts after months of study. To ^uidv/us through the maze there 
will be pages of small-type instructionsrin language that passeth all 
understanding .... The instruction sheets are so snarled that 
several key men in the Treasury think the Government ought to warn 
us to ignore them altogether." 

Everybody concerned, from Secretary Morgenthau down, continues 
the article, agrees the situation must be unsnarled — and quickly. 
It's too late to do anything about March, however. The forms al- 
ready are printed. The most Congress can do is to make a start 
toward simplification before the country begins to howl in protest. 
Treasury Tax Counsel Randolph Paul sounded the warning when 
he said: "Our tax system might safely, though not wisely, irritate 
4,000,000 of our citizens, but it is running serious risks when it 
irritates 13 times that number." 

Since the first income tax law as passed in 1913 there have been 
20 statutes, one piled on another, with intricate provisions con- 
trived to plug loopholes. Even some top advertising men called in 
by the Treasury in October were unable to draft a tax form which 
would clearly tell the taxpayer what's expected of him. . 

Both Congress and the Treasury now are making studies. Experts 
consulted by the author of the Digest article agreed that to bring 
order out of chaos. Congress must consolidate the normal tax, the 
surtax and the victory tax and eliminate the earned Income credit. 
With only a single levy left, the Revenue Bureau could work out a 
tax table from which all but a wealthy few could make rapid com- 
putations. The article also suggests that a simple booklet be made 
available, listing the deductions permitted and not permitted to each 
type of taxpayer; that more room be left on tax blanks for writing 
down deductions, contributions, etc.; and that the 30,000,000 people 

1 whose total tax debt can be collected by withholding be excused 
.from filing reurns at all. 

Finally, the Digest article says, there's an improvement on which 
aO agree. Namely: "Exiling from Washington forever the writers 
of the incredible thing called income tax prose and making it man- 
datory for the new authors of tax instructions to use short words, 
short sentences, no semicolons and no parentheses."

Mexico City's new English newspaper, the Mexico City Herald, is 
being printed on presses which once belonged to the defunct Nuevo 
Dia, a pro-Nazi paper. With "Good-Will Makes Neighbors" as its 
slogan, the new paper will attempt to interpret Mexico to English- 
speaking visitors and residents and show them "what Mexico is and 
what the Mexican people are thinking." 



These Win Change Valne of 
Stamps Now Used 

Manufacture of 1.100.000,000 
red tokens and 900,000 blue to- 
kens, more than twice the number 
of the original order, was begun 
this week to enable retailers of 
the nation to make "ration 
change" in transactions involving 
OC purchase of rationed 'food. Dr. 
J. Fulmer Bright, District Di- 
rector of OPA announced at 
Richmond, Virginia. The tokens, 
which will go into use on Sunday, 
February 27, 1944. will be smaller 
than a dime. Original plans had 
called for a size between a nickel 
and a quarter. . 

OPA increased the number ofj 
tokens. Dr. Bright., said, because 
It was necessary to Insure an 
adequate supply to meet all needs 
starting from the day the plan 
goes into effect. Because of the 
smaller size, the additional num- 
ber will be manufactured with- 
out increasing the quantity of 
materials allocated for token 
manufacture. 

Pood retailers will receive their 
supplies of the new type ration 
currency from the nation's banks 
about February 22. 

When the token plan goes into 
effect, strips of stamps in war 
ration books will have a value of 
10 points each, regardless of the 
figure printed on the face of the 
coupons. They will be validated 
on a horizontal, or across-the- 
book basis, rather than on a ver- 
tical or up and down basis, as at 
present, Dr. Bright explained. 

A regular schedule of validity 
dates will be established. This 
will provide a tctal of five pro- 
cessed foods stamps worth 50 
points each person at the start of 
each month. Three meats-fats 
stamps worth a total of 30 points, 
will become valid every two 
weeks.

one on his back, but the result 
certainly will not be the highest 
degree of health attainable. 

"When it is realized that the 
keenest joys of life are not pos- 
sible without the development 
ana maintenance of maximum 
well-being, and that such a con- 
dition is the ibest insurance 
against disease and an avoidably 
shortened life, the intelligent and 
calculating man or woman would 
do well to cast aside his habitual 
devitalizing indulgences perman- 
ently. 

"Again, the periodic physical 
examination is one of the best 
guarantees against the insidious 
encroachment of serious condi- 
tion! HWv ^metimes develop to 
a critical state before the victim 
becomes aware of their presence. 
This procedure in many instances 
stops them, if existing, in their 
track before irremediable harm 
has been done. 

"In short, to resolve to live 
happily and healthily to the ut- 
most of one's ability calls for rea- 
sonable, but no more than hea- 
sonable, self-discipline plus the 
periodic physical examination 
available at the family physician's 
office. A good New Year and a 
healthy one likely will be the lot 
of those who appreciate this 
fact, and act accordingly."
